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AN OPEN LETTER'TO ALL RESIDENTS 


Dear Resident, 

Since my last letter the Government have announced the expansion 
of-Stans, ted. Airport, a move which will have far reaching effects 
on Cambridgeshire. The Planning ah'd Research Committee* to which 
I have been appointed will play a major role in co-ordinating the 
Counties response to the pressures the new Airport will bring. 
Cambridgeshire must not miss this opportunity to promote nev/ 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism to the areas of high unemployment, 
Careful consideration must also be given to Housing development 
policies and the effects on the environment. I would welcome your 
comments and suggestions. 

County Council Members have since the election had a series of 
Induction meetings to inform all Members of Current Issues and 
Forthcoming Problems which need to be solved in the coming months, 
as well as learning Committee Structures and meeting Senior 
Officers. I h-ve attended three Seminars on Education which have 
included Libraries and where the subject of a permanent Library 
at Bar Hill was seen as a high priority by Officers. I will be 
pressing for it*s inclusion in next years, capital programme. I 
also attended a meeting to discuss the system of Parental Appeal 
against the LEA’s allocation of school places. A parent having 
the right to appeal against the allocation at any time during the 
Childs school career. If you have a problem of school allocation 
please contact me. Another of my recent duties was to sit on the 
Panel which appointed the new Head at Barrington Primary School. 
I've also been re-appointed to the Community Education Working 
Party which is undertaking a fundamental review of all Community 
Education Services. 

During June my wife and myself had the pleasure of entertaining 
for four days guests from Chula Vista, San Diego, California, 
U.S.A. It may surprise you to know that Cambridgeshire has 
Community Education links with Chula Vista and a number of working 
exchange visits have taken place in recent years. 

I have had a response to my letter from the Highways Department 
which is encouraging news for the repair of local footpaths. I 
have also been following up the issue of a Youth "Leader and Youth 
Activities in the Village. There is to be a meeting in early July 
between the Community Officers and Village Representatives with a 
view to an Autumn Youth Programme.
